Buy Buck Captured Ships. 
In addition to the - purchases of 
vast quantities of war munition* fjk>- 
Russia in Japan, a dispatch from 
Maezucu to th* Tokio Nlchl Nichl 
nays that the Rnssian Government 
has placed with the Japanese navy 
an order for a number of mines and 
1,800 of these mines are to be built 
at the naval arsenal at Maezuru. 
Further, it is reported that nego- 
tiations will shortly be concluded 
betweea- the Government* of Japan 
and Russia over the sale to RusBia 
of the three old warships.

Ou this occasion 
Newgate jail was stormed and set on 
tire, after the prisoners bad been re- 
leased, the Bank of England was be- 
sieged and hundreds of houses, 
[•hurches. shops and' other buildings j 
were set on lire and destroyed. 

Bristol's turn came fifty years later, 
luring the reform agitation of 1831. . 
The city, long seething with political 

excitement, suddenly exploded like a 
powdef magazine to whlcji a lighted 
match Is applied, and in the course of 
i day nnd night fioo of tier citizens 
were killed by the military or burnt 
to death in the tires they themselves 
bad kindled, and most of her princi- 
pal buildings, including the mansion 
house, the bishop's palace and above 
lOl'sbops and private dwellings, were 
heaps of blackened ruins. 
I In 1SIBI, Newport, Monmouthshire, 
underwent a similar experience, but 

(he mayor called out the troops with 

commendable promptitude, and after 
a brief but bloody conflict In the mar- 
ket square the maddened rioters tied, 
leaving the place u shambles. Of 
what n fiery Welsh mob is capable, 
however, when it is allowed to get out 
of hand, was shown in lssii at Trede- 
gur, in the same county, when the 
miners there.

land— they always do -but got until 
iotne 200 of the stiihcis and their syni- 
itlthlzers had been hilled and wounded. 

Hunger sometimes' drives cities crazy. 
The people suffer until they feel they 
an suffer no longer. Then the inad- 
icss mounts into their brains, aud 
hings— terrible things - happen. Milan, 
or Instance, went mad from this cause 
ill 18'.»S owing to the long continued 
■ eurcity aud clearness of bread. (Jaunt, 
skeleton lil.e women, 
.ulst, led the rioters 
•y fanatic cries and 
oi elusions with the soldiers. 

Milau ran red with blood. lu one
